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WHAT’S  IT  WORTH?

It’s  from  a  late  Spring  ritual  that  my 
traveling  companion  and  best  friend  has  been 
observing  for  several  years  that  this  story 
orginates.  Our  annual  "let's  see  what's  new"  at 
the  outdoor  antique  shows  takes  us  all  over  New 
England.  On  this  particular  Saturday  or  Sunday, 

I  can't  remember  which,  we  found  ourselves  in 
Newport,  RI.  The  weather  was  ideal  and  our 
jackets  soon  found  their  way  to  the  bottom  of  the 
back  packs,  hopefully  to  be  followed  by  the 
'treasures'  we  were  certain  to  purchase. 


An  hour  or  so  later,  after  seeing  many  over¬ 
priced  items  and  purchasing  several  small  mis¬ 
cellaneous  ones,  I  spotted  an  interesting  box. 


It  was  a  shipping  box  dated  March  1958  with 
the  stamps  and  address  label  intact.  The  box 
contained  six  White  Rock(soda)  tumblers.  The 
glasses,  in  mint  condition,  had  never  been  used. 
The  dealer  from  New  Jersey  was  asking  $30.00  for 
the  set.  After  a  brief  conversation  and  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  box  I  told  him  I  was  interested  in 
purchasing  them  for  our  shop  in  Putnam,  CT.  A 
price  of  $20.00  was  agreed  upon.  We  ended  the  day 
with  the  trunk  full  and  our  pockets  empty. 


Let's  follow  the  White  Rock  tumblers, 


It's  now  two  weeks  later,  _at  the  antique  shop, 
and  we  are  working  in  the  booth.  The  tumblers  are 
on  display  in  our  advertising  section.  I  almost 
forgot  to  tell  you  the  set  is  priced  at  $35-00. 
The  shop  owner  questioned  me  about  the  date  I  put 
on  the  tag.  I  pulled  the  box  out  of  storage,  he 
saw  the  label  and  said  he  would  buy  them.  They 
sold  for  $31.50* 


Moving  ahead  another  two  months:  our  custom 
is  to  look  around  other  dealer's  displays  for 
pricing  and  merchandising.  There  they  are  -  you 
guessed  it  -  the  White  Rock  tumbler  set.  The  set 

is  now  priped  at  $75*00.  Shortly  thereafter  the 
dealer  decided  to  re-locate  to  another  group  shop 
for  reasons  not  related  to  our  story.

I  still  wonder  how  much  they  eventually  sold  for. 

Much  discussion  has  been  centered  around  the 
pricing  of  art  bars.  Personally,  I  maintain  that 
some  of  the  'values'  are  LOW.  Look  to  the  mintage 
for  your  guide.  Yes,  common  is  common  and  always 
will  be.  The  price  of  silver  is  currently  around 
$3-75.  bullion  sells  for  about  4.50  the  ounce  and 
that  just  for  the  silver. 

But  we  are  not  talking  about  bullion  silver. 

We  are  addressing  the  issue  of  Art  Bars.  Rare  Art 
Bars.  Rare  is  king.  Check  out  the  mintages  on  our 
own  club  issues  or  Green  County,  for  example.  Eye 
appeal  and  topic  are  other  considerations  to  thin} 
about  when  pricing  is  discussed.
